Minister Tupper of Ontario Pe c 
Hunting Will Not 55 ee 

Orrawa, Ont., March 8.— Minister of Marine 
Tupper stated today that. the chief contention 
against a renewal of the modus.vivendi in 
Bering Sea was that it was not necessary for 
the preservation of seal life, as is held by the 
United States. Pelagicsealing did not threat- 
en the extinction of the seal as alleged, the 
only danger of extermination lying in the 
wholesale slaughter which had ‘been carried 
on by the natives and the Alaska company in 
the rookeries or the breeding grounds.

HAVE AGREED REGARDING LOOPS. 


Chicago City and West Division Railway 
Companies Reach an Agreement. 

All matters in dispute between the Chicago 
City railway company and the West Division 
railway company were amicably adjusted yes- 
terday at a conference between representa- 
tives of both corporations. Those participat- 
ing were C. T. Yerkes, Marshall Field, Levi 
Z. Leiter, Julius S. Grinnell, and Egbe 
Jamieson. | 

The agreement reached was in substance as 
follows: The West Division relinquishes its 
right to operate its horse-car loop line on 
Michigan avenne; also any right it had, but 
which it has not exercised, to run on Wabash 
avenue north of Madison street. It 
also gives up one of its tracks on 
Washington’ street or Randolph street as 
the cate may be so that the South Side com- 
pany may use the space occupied by such 
tracks for a portion of its cable loop. It 
agrees further to give up the right to run 
north or south on any line east of the west 
line of State street. 

To the West Division company in return for 
these concessions is conceded the exclusive right 
for a cable loop line on Dearborn street, be- 
tween Van Buren and Adams streets, for the 
loop connection with the Van Buren street 
tunnel opening on Franklin street; also the 
righ to operate one cable loop line on 
the west side of State street, between Madi- 
son and Washington streets, or Madison and 
Randolph streets, as the case may be, the 
cars on such loop to run from south to north, 


with the Washington tunnel. 

Thus the South Side company obtains all 
necessary facilities for its Michigan avenue 
loop and the West Division company obtains 
the right to extend its present loop line east 
to the west line of State. street and the right 
for the exclusive new loop line on Dearborn 
street. 

The adjustment will enable the Council to 
act on all the loop line and cross-town line 
ordinances at the meeting tomorrow evening. 

In this connection it may be added that 
Harvey T. Weeks, in behalf of the stockhold- 
ers of the Masonic Temple, and several other 
property-owners on Randolph street and on 
Michigan avenue between Randolph and 
Washington streets, are urging that the South 
Side ioop line shall be extended north on 
Michigan avenue to Randolph street, The

DE BOUCHERVILLE GOVERNMENT'S 
LARGE. MAJORITY, 
| ? 

Withoat Counting Independent Members of 
the Quebec Legislature the Majority of 
the Present Premier Is 38—The Ex- 
Leader Himself Re-elected—Result of 
the Elections Shows a Necessity for Re- 
form in the Province—Liecut.-Gov. An- 

ders Action in the Crisis. 

MonrreaL, Que., March &—[Special.]—. 
The elections in the Province of Quebec to 
the House of Assembly were held today. The 
government has been sustained and the power 
and party of Mercier completely shattered. 
At the last general elections, June 17, 1890, 
Mercier was returned with 50 supporters in a 
House of 73, Today he was defeated. His 
defeat must forever remove him from the 
sphere of active politics, — 12 8 
Ia Montreal District. there are 10 seats. 
Mercier held 7 of these. Today he holds not a 
single on, and all through. the country his 
party has been rent into shreds. There has 
rarely been so marked adownfall of a political 
leader and it is reported on the authority of a 
member of the government that he will be ar- 
rested tomorrow on a charge of malfeasance 
in public office. 

There has not been such politieal tension 

here since the rebellion of 1837, and it ap- 

pears as if the very existence of the province 
has been saved, and the feeling of relief finds 
vent in displays of fireworks and salvos of ar- 
tillery. In 1885 Mr. Mercier was carried into 
power upon a wave of national feeling, He 
made a martyr of themurderer Riel, the leader 
in the Northwest rebellion and by appealing 
to rave and religious hatred swept the prov- 
ince... Then began his career of plunder. He 
piled up the debt from $22,000,000 to $35,000,. 

000, he plundered the province for own 

his Ministers’ needs, and leagued with 
contractors against the country. He gubsi- 
dized the Jesuits and gave them a legabstand- 
mg, and did everything possible to identify 
himself with the aspirations of the Fiench 
race and the Catholic religion. oe 
Gov. Angers turned him out Dec, 174 and 
called in the De Boucherville ministry. “They 
appealed to the people, and have bee|} sus- 
tained triumphantly. The church has re- 
mained neutral. It could not commend im- 
the Count of the Holy Roman Empire. The 
people left to themselves the church mugzled, 


their senses. x 

Yet the event shows that Quebec is not fit 
for self-government. Twice within thirteen 
years has the crown ejected the people's rep- 
resentatives from their places and called in 
others more to ite, liking, a thing which has 
not happened butaince in any English coun- 
try for over 100 years. All constitutional 
usage has been thrust aside and the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor has performed a coup d’6tat 
such as is nowhere witnessed except in the 
South American republics. The campaign 
was an exceedingly bitter one; party lines 
were obliterated, and the country united in 
self-defense to save itself, 

Seventy-three members constitute a full 


session they will be apportioned to the parties 
thus: . Conservatives, 53; Mercierites, 15; In- 
dependents, 5. All the De Boucherville Cabi- 
net Ministers have been returned, and four 
members of the late Mercier administration 
were defeated. Mr. Mercier himself had a 
majority of 350, He had a majority of 28 dur- 
ing his régime, while De Boucherville’s ma- 
ority will be about 40, .

A NOVEL ELECTRIC TORPEDO BOAT. 


Being Built by Chicago Capital in Michigan 
and Well Tested. 

Inp1anapouis, Ind., March 8,—[Special.]— 
The Jenney Electric company today shipped 
to Michigan a fifty-horse-power motor, to be 
used in a submarine torpedo boat which is 
being built for government use by Chicago 
capitalists. This is an entirely new thing in 
submarine navigation and will be tested by 
the government in about three weeks. It is, 
like most other crafts of its kind, cigar- 
shaped, but is controlled by entirely new 
methods. It has two sources of motive power 
—steam and electricity—the first generating 
the power for the second. 

In case of emergency a storage battery sys- 
tem will operate the motor, as when the ves- 
sel wishes to submerge. The failure of nearly 
all submarine craft has been due to the ina- 
bility of the in ventors to keep the cigar point 
from fastening in the bottom of the sea, but 
in this one the submersion is accomplished by 
water ballast, and so far the horizontai position 
of the vessel has been maintained in severe 
experiments.

THREE NEGRO MURDERERS LYNCHED. 
A Mob Breaks ‘itite the Jalil at Memphis 
and Drags Out the Leaders. 

Mempuis, Tenn., March 9-3 a. m.—A mob 
which was quietly organized broke into the 
Shelby County jail for the purpose of lynch- 
ing the negroes that were concerned in Satur- 
day night’s trouble at the Curve. The en- 
trance was effected without trouble, as there 
were no guards on hand, as trouble was not ex- 
pected. 


Three negroes were.taken from the jail and 
hurried off by the mot, whose work was don> 
in a quick and quiet manner. It is presumed 
the negroes have been lynched, but it is not 
knowh how many of them.

It has been rumored for several days past 
that Starkey was in town and different per- 
sons at different times have purported to 
have seen him.

Assistant State’s-Attorney 
Neely recommended that bail of $2,500 in 
each of the two cases be furnished, which was 
approved by Judge Anthony, and the bonds- 
men immediately scheduled, departing one on 
each side of Starkey. 

In May, 1888, William Starkey and Sumner 
Welch were indicted by the grand jury sev- 
erally and jointly for jury bribery. It was 
alleged that the two were in league with and 
in the employ of the leading lights of the Chi- 
cago City railway company, and that in every 
litigation with which the company was con- 
nected Starkey and Welch attempted to bribe 
or would bribe certain members of the jury 
so that the judgment would favor the com- 
pany as much as possible. As soon as news 


of the indictment reached Starkey he fled to 


Canada, where he has been ever since with 
the exception of sly visits once or twice a year 
to friends in Chicago, Welch stood trial, and 
in December, 1888, the cases against him were 
nolle prossed by the State. Starkey being 
beyond reach of the officials, Welch could not 
be tried for conspiring with himself. 

Mr. Starkey appeared slightly agitated 
when he took the oath given him by the clerk. 
He refused to say anything for 1 
claiming that enough publicity had been given 
to his actions. 

Attorney Ennis said: All I know about 
the matter is that Mr. Starkey has given bail 
for his appearance and m willing to stand 
trial. He came to our office this morning and 
engaged the firm to defend him. We will ex- 
ert our best efforts in the case when it is set 
for trial. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Neely was in the 
midst. of a burglary trial when the bonds 
were handed to him for recommendation. He 
said that Starkey would have a speedy trial, 
and that the case will be placed on the Crimi- 
nal Court calendar as soon as the necessary 
arrangements can be made.

AGAINST THE BREEDERS’ INTERESTS. 


The American Shire Horse Association Pro- 
tests Against the New Regulations. 

The American Shire Horse Association at 
its recent meeting in this city adopted resolu- 
tions relative to the new 
the substance of which is as follows: 

The Secretary of the Treasury has issued in- 
structions to the custom officers to admit ne 
imported animal duty free after April 1, 1892, 
unless it be accompanied by a certificate show- 
ing that all the ancestors of the animal for five 
generations have deen recorded in the book of 
record provided for its breed, the object being 
to insure free importation for animals of pure 
breed only. Few, if any, animals of the old 
stock can thus be admitted on account of a re- 
cently-established system of registration of 
pedigrees. Still the English Shire horse has 
been bred in comparative purity for 
100 years, and the practical effect 
of the new regulation will be the total exclu- 
sion of all shire horses, including the best and 
most fashionably bred horses of 2 
Further, the Government of the United 
will place the stigma of impurity on the best 
English stock. .The custom officials have 
hitherto accepted the certificate of the recog- 
nized stud-book as an ion of purity. 
The object of the law is to encourage the free 
importation of good stock and to restrict or 

rohibit the importation of inferior animals. 

‘he new regulations being hostile to this pur- 
pose, the American Shire Horse Association 
emphatically protests inst them as without 
justification in fact, and most detrimental to 
the draft horse breeding interests of America, 
and the association respectfully requests the 
Secretary of the Treasury to reconsider the 
whole matter and make such modifications as 
will insure the free importation of the best 
bred animals, in acco ce with the intent 


and spirit of the law. 


PRIORITY OF CLAIM WAS DENIED. 


The United states Court of Appeals Rendered 
Its First Decisions Yesterday. 

The United States Court of Appeals rendered 
its Hirst opinions yesterday. Each of the three 
Judges decided a case. Judge Blodgett sat by 
and listened to an opinion by Judges Gresham 
and Jenkins reversing one of his decisions. 
This case, the most interesting of the three de- 
cided, came up on a claim of three seamen to 
priority in the payment of claims against a 
libeled vessel. Thetug F. H. Stanwood sunk 
the canal propeller Whale. The owner of the 
Whale libeled the tug, and it was sold to satisfy 
the claim. Three of the crew of the tug 
claimed that their wages had ent over 
other claims. The fund available after the 
sale of the tug was not sufficient to pay claims 
of the libelant and the seamen, but it was 
held on the trial that the seamen’s wages 
should be paid first.

THE DEMOCRATS FOR FREE COINAGE. 
The House has voted to make the Free- 
Coinage bill reported by Mr. Bland a special 
order for the 22d of this month, Three days 
are to be allowed for discussion. The vote by 
which this recommendation of the Committee 
on Rules and Order of Business was concurred 
in was: Yeas—Democrats, 130; Republicans, 
52; Farmers’ Alliance, 8; total, 190. Nays— 
Democrats, 66; Republicans, 18; total, 84. 
The Republicans, with the exception of a 
dozen from the silver States, will vote against 
the bill on its final passage. The majority of 
them voted to fix a day for its consideration 
on the ground that the Democrats control the 


have a right to determine what legislation 
shall come before it for its achon. That isthe 
position they took during the last Congress 
when in power, and, less inconsistent than 
their adversaries, they adhere to the precedents 
they then established. Furthermore, their 
leaders did not think it politically wise to 
combine with a faction and fragment-of. the 
Democracy to force off the decision of the sil- 
ver question until the coming winter session, 
thus permitting the Democrats to construct 
an ambiguous platform and to conduct a free- 
silver Presidential cainpaign in some States 
and to be against free silver in New York and 
the adjoining ones. 

The Democratic vote of 66 against the 
present consideration of the Bland bill is in 
excess of the actual strength of the anti-free 
silver Democrats. Ten or more voted against 
concurring in the recommendation of the com- 
mittee because they think it impolitic for 
their party to make a silver record in advance 
of the campaign. When the time for the tinal 
vote comes they will fall into line and support 
the 30 per cent repudiation bill. 

Monday’s vote shows that two-thirds or 
more of the Demecratic members of the 
House are determinedly in favor of 70-cent 
dollars and a partial wiping-out of debts. So 
thorough is their devotion to free coinage that 
they and their Speaker trampled on the Dem- 
ocratic minority, detied and reversed parlia- 
mentary rulings for the sacredness of which 
they contended two years ago, and caused the 
minority to regret that Mr. Reed was not m 
the chair instead of Mr. Crisp. The Demo- 
crats will pass their Bland bill without diffi- 
culty after the three days of debate are over. 
There will be no filibustering by the Repub- 
leans. They will argue the question, will 
point out the shame and criminality of the 
bill, and will then let the Democrats make up 
their record. 

By the close of this month the Bland pro- 
duction will be in the Senate and will be con- 
sidered by that body before the Democratic 
Presidential convention meets. Those candi- 
cates for thé nomination who are members of 
the Senate will hae to show their hands. 
Senator Hill will have to define his position on 
a roil-call and not in a blind speech. Messers. 
Gorman, Palmer, and Carlisle will have to put 
themselves on the record and take sides with 
the repudiators or the honest men. A season 
of tribulationſis coming for these dodgers. 

The Free-Coinage bill may pass the Senate 

with the aid of the votes of these candidates. 
If so President Harrison will veto it and it 
cannot be passed over his veto. The great 
issue of the Presidential campaign is being 
made, one which will thrust tariff and other 
questions to one side, The people will be 
called on to decide in November between a 
party which is inffavor of the honest payment of 
all debts by the Nation, the States, municipal 
and other corporations and private individuals, 
and one which is in favor of scaling down that 
indebtedness 30 per cent. It will not be inthe 
power of the Democratic National conven- 
tion to put that issue on one side or to shove 
out of sight the record made by its representa- 
tives in House and Senate. It will be bound 
by that record and so will its candidate be. 
The Democrats have selected their issue tor 
‘this fall and all that remains now is for them 
to pick out their man. 


INTER-STATE COMMERCE. 

Tun TMRHUxx of yesterday contained reports 
of interviews with many United States Sen- 
ators and Representatives, members of the 
‘Inter-State Commission, and others in regard 
to the railroad problem as discussed in our 
issue of Monday. The general drift of opin- 
ion seemed to be that the working of the com- 
mission may be made more effective; that the 
section in the law which prohibits pooling 
may be modified but cannot be abolished; 
that the long and short haul clause has been 
rather a detriment than a benefit to the States 
beyond.the Missouri, and that the railroads 
cannot be looked to for aid in enforcing the 
law. Any reform of present conditions must 
be the result of the pressure of public senti- 
ment. Many of the great corporations have 
striven to render the law ineffectual. © 

It is probable that if some of the persons 
interviewed had been as well posted as Judge 
Veazey of the commission they would have 
spoken differently. He intimated that a large 
number of prominent railroad officials and 
shippers are now under indictment for viola. 
tions of the act; that since those indictments 
were obtained several of the largest systems 
of railroads have invited the comtnission to 
scrutinize their acts, have challenged the most 
rigid investigation of their conduct during a 
few months past, have declared in substance 
that if the principles of the law were carried 
out it would be better both for the people and 
the railroads, and have even urged upon the 
commission that it rigidly enforce the law. 
tendering their aid to that end; also, that the 
same position is taken by several of the largest 
shippers in the country. 

The views expressed by Commissioner 
Knapp throw a flood of light on the ethics of 
the vexed problem of rates to large vs. small 
shippers, which is really the vital point at 
issue in practice, however it may be in theory. 
He stated it as a rule that transportation is in no 
sense an article of commerce, and can rightly 
be considered. only as a public facility fur- 
nished by the carrier—a common right to 
which all are admitted and from which none 
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perceived; but 


discrimination between individuals or com- 
munities. ; 

This is the golden rule of transportation. Its 
eminent justice is so evident that it will not 
be found fault with except by those who wish 
to obtain an unfair advantage over others by 
having it evaded or broken, The public is be- 
ing educated up to the necessity of its en- 
forcement without fear or favor, and ere long 
the observance of the rule will be moraliy as 
well as legally obligatory upon all respectable 
men, because its violation will be regarded as 
obnoxious as are criminal infractions upon 
the postal or revenue enactments of Congress. 
The way to lead up to that result is not to qu- 
thorize the pooling process, which the law was 
especially designed to prevent because found 
to be aslough of most offensive corruption 
previous to half a dozen years ago. And 
probably it would not be found practicable for 
any set of men acting.as a commission 
to fix schedules of rates that should be bind- 


ing upon the many different sections of this 


great country. But it can and ought to be 
insisted upon first and last that each carriershall 
charge to all his patrons the same sums for 
equal amounts of service. Whetlier he or 
others be allowed to judge what those sums 
shall be they should be compulsorily uniform; 
no such thing as exacting from one man $100 
for the service performed for another at $80 
being tolerated. Whether personal imprison- 
ment of offending officials or an unappealable 
levy on the property of the railroad for dam- 
ages to the patron discriminated against, or 
both, be the best mode of compelling justice 
to all may be an open question. But there 
should be no doubt as to the principle and no 
hesitation in applying the rule in every case of 
violation of the right of the citizen by a rail- 
road, 

Senator Allison stated the case truly and 
pertinently in saying that the great point to be 
desired is nota repeal of the law but to rem- 
edy a railroad evil quickly. Ordinary court 
processes are not quick enough to right the 
wrong which may be done to a shipper. When 
this defect in the machinery of the law has 
been cured other defects may be sought out 
and endeavored tobe remedied. The great 
desideratum is to give to every shipper who 
can prove that he has been discriminated 
against in the matter ot rates of transportation 
the means of promptly and certainly obtaining 
damages from the offending corporation. It 
is not 4mpossible that all the rest would be 
found able to take care of itself. In any 
event the remaining elements of mischief 


+ would be only of the inferior order. 
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HILL DOES NOT PATTERN AFTER WASH- 
INGTON. 

When Senator Hill gave the order that his 
machine convention should meet on Washing- 
ton’s birthday he could have been moved to 
select so inconvenient a time for no other rea- 
son than to shed a sort of Washingtonian halo 
over his candidacy and to make people believe 
that he wished to tread in the footsteps of the 
man whose remote Presidential successor he 
hoped to be. 

But the methods of Hill are not those of 
Washington. 
perate aspirant for office, and there is nothing 
which he will not do to secure it. He has 
been faithful to the disreputable men in his 
party and false to the respectable ones. He 
has been subservient to saloonkeepers and to 
Tammany and regardless of the rights and in- 
different to the feclings of those who have 
given the Democratic party of New York all 
the decency it has. He has trampied on the 
rights of the people ef his State as ruthlessly 
as on those of members of his own organiza- 
tion, and wound up his career as Governor by 
a defiant, shameless theft of the Legislature. 
No politician mentioned in the history of this 
couutry has been guilty of as man} shameless 
acts. He has managed to succeed where 
Mackin failed. 

When the Constitution was ratified ina the 
question of selecting a President engrossed 
the public attention Washington did not rush 
into the field, He aid not steal State Legis- 
latures in order to secure the choice of Electors 
who favored him, He did not endeavor to 
have his own State of Virginia come out in 
advance and noniinate him. On the contrary, 
he shrank from the honors and responsibilities 
of the place. He wrote to Hamilton during 
the summer of 1788: 

On the delicate subject with which you con- 
clude your letter [can say nothing, because the 
event alluded to may never happen, and because, 
in case it should occur, it would be a point of 
prudence to defer forming one’s ultimate and ir- 
revocable decision, so long as new data might 
be afforded for one to act with greater wis- 
dum and ‘propriety. 1 would not wish 
to conceal my prevailing sentiment from 
you; for you know me well enough, my good sir, 
to be persuaded thatlam not guilty of affecta- 
tion when I tell yon that it is my great and sole 
desire to live and die in peace and retirement on 
my own farm. Were it even indispensable a dif- 
ferent line of conduct should be adopted, while 
you and some others who are acquainted with my 
heart would acquit, the world and posterity 
might possibly accuse me of inconsistency and 
ambition. Still, 1 hope I shall always possess 
firmness and virtue enough to maintain (what I 
consider the most enviable of all titles) the char- 
acter of an honest man, 

No such hopes ever enter the brain ‘of Sena- 
tor Hill. He is not alarmed at the prospect of 
being accused of inconsistency and ambition. 
Washington wrote also to Gov. Lincoln at a 
later date: 

I may, however, with great sincerity, and [ be- 
lieve without offending against modesty or pro- 
priety, say to you, that I most heartily wish the 
choice to which you allude may not fall upon 
me; and thatif it should I must reserve to my- 
self the right of making up my final decision at 
the last moment. when it can be brought into one 
view, and when the expediency or inexpediency 
of a refusal can be more judiciously determined 
than at present. But be assured, my dear sir, if: 
from any inducement I shail be persuaded ulti- 
mately to accept, it will not be (so far as I know 
my own heart) from any of a private or personal 
nature. Every personal consideration conspires 
to rivet me (if I may use the expression) to re- 
tirement? At my time of life and under my cir- 
cumstances nothing in this world can ever draw 
mo from it unl esa it be a conviction that the par 
tiality of my countrymen had made my services 
absolutely necessary. joined toa fear that my re- 
fusal might induce a belief that I preferred the 
conservation of my own reputation and ee 
ease to the good of my country. 

‘There is other evidence than iene dete 
to prove that Washingtofi did not want to be 
President—that he assumed the duties of the 

office with reluctance and abandoned them with | 
relief. Hill is eaten up with eagerness for the 
place, and if he gets it he will devote himself 
for four years tosecuring a renomination and 
a reéléction. ? |

80-CALLED “ PAUPERS.” 

Tun Tust of recent date published a 
six-column article on the rich farmers of IIli- 
nois. County after county was cited where 
fifty to one hundred farmers are worth from 
$50,000 to $100,000 each, and some of them are 
worth $500,000, Many names and localities 
were given not of mere gentlemen farmers 
but of men who have made hard cash out of 
grain, hogs, cattle, and horses. That is sub- 
stantially the statement of the case as made 
by the Minneapolis Journal, and the paper 
adds that it would be interesting to have a 
similar statement for every Western and 
Northwestern State. Yet it says that enough 
of the same kind of citation has been pub- 
lished in the Northwest, and in Kansas, Ne- 
braska, and Iowa, to show that in these newer 
States the farmers are making records sim- 
ilar to those of Illinois. It is a matter of 
daily record in Minnesota that the farmers 
are buying more land and live stock and are 
building better houses and barns. A large 


percentage of their number are steadily accu- | 


mulating wealth ine horses, short-horn cattle, 
and hogs, as well as in substantial farm im- 
provements and in land, “while every Regis- } 
ter’s office in the West and Northwest wit- 
nesses to the vigorous payment of mortgage 
debts.“ 

And these are the people who are called by 
the leaders of the Alliance. or third party 
movement pauers.

What excuse 
can these libelers adduce for their tremen- 
dous falsehoods except that of the highway- 
man who demands “your money or your 
lite“ without question as to other right of 
ownership? How can they expect intelligent 
peuple to believe the outrageous lie, which 
bears upon its face the stamp of iniquity?

January of this year was the fourth oonsec- 
utive month in which the exports exceeded 
8100, 000,000, an amount not reached in any 
month previous to last October. The princi- 
pal gain was one of nearly 50 per cent in 
breadstutfs, and the falling off in cotton, to 
the extent of nearly one-fifth, is due to the 
fact of unusually low prices for that staple. 
The imports for the month were $62,720,112 
being an increase of only $419,499 over the 
total for the year previously. There was thus 
apparently a net gain of nearly $37,400,000, or 
at the rate of not far from $450,000,000 per an- 
num. Let gold is again going eastward across 
the Atlantic. This is all the more remarkable 
as the January record was the last one in a 
term of six months for which the totab- excess 
of exports over imports of merchandise was 
,000, and the excess is esti- 


mated to have been not far from $175,000,000 
when the movement of specie is included. 
The difference is so great that after making 
allowance for undervaluations, freightage, and 
interest due abroad, there 18 still room for the 
inference that foreign holders have made 
large sales of American securities.

GERMAN COLONISTS IN RUSSIA. 


Not Fairly Treated—Left to Starve While 
Natives Are Aided. 

Lonpon, March 8.—A special correspondent 
who is visiting the famine stricken portions of 
Russia sends the following letter from Sara- 
toff descriptive of the German colonists on the 
Volga. 

The German colonists on the Volga, who 
number about 300,000, may be roughly classi- 
fied as Protestants, Catholics, and Mennon- 
ites. They may be most fitly described by 
the appellation, nineteenth century Rip Van 
Winkles. Imagine a body of men taken out 
of the eighteenth century carefully preserved 
and kept apart from the influences of 
modern progress, latter-day customs, and 
ideas, and you have the German colonists of 
the Volga. They all look like figures out of 
old German woodcuts, with’ their solemn, sal- 
low, obstinate, clean shaven faces, their hair 
dressed like a periwig, their gaunt forms, and 
their curious, old-fashioned garments. They 
all wear stocks and they are all dignified and 
stately. They have still the same furniture 
which they brought with them more than 100 
years ago, and they sleep in funereal, four-post 
bedsteads. Their women, when young, have 
the pure and beautiful faces of the Gretchen 


type. 

The condition of the colonists is really worse 
than that of the Russian peasants in other 
districts, inasmuch as the Germans have no 
natural protectors or guafdians. The estate 
owners to whom the Russian peasants former- 


ly belonged still take a sort of patriarchal in- 


terest in them and help them in their distress. 
But the German colonists have no one to 
whom they can look except a few wealthy em- 
ployers of labor: The iste have a feeling 
that they are left alone to die, without the 
stretching out of a hand to save them. Even 
the government aid, scanty enough in all con- 
science, has been meted out more grudgingly 
and in smaller quantities to the Germans than 
to others. The Red Cross Society has passed 
them by altogether. This is how it comes 
about that, while the inhabitants of the Rus- 
sian villages in Saratoff are fed, the Germans 
are starving.

A gentle- 
man wanted me to enter suit, 
He stated that he came in to 
send a message not bearing on racing at all 
and was carried off to the police station 
through a driving rain and with a mob jeer- 
ing at him. 

“Our company is regularly incorporated 
and leases a duplex wire from St. Louis to 
St. Paul with a relay here from the Western 
Union. We pay $17,000 a year for the wire, 
The only agreement we have with the Western 
Union is that on any other but race messages 
we must charge its rates. Shaw has nothing 
to do with our company. He amply uses our 
line and pays telegraph tolls for doing so. A 
man could walk into the Western Union office 
in the presence of the entire police force of 
Chicago and telegraph an order to a friend at 
Guttenberg to place $50 on a horse for him 
and there would be no interference.

MR. PULLMAN IS NOT WITH BACON, 


A Definite Statement That He Is Not Inter- 
ested in the Compressed Air Concern. 

It may be true that Chicago capitalists are 
forming a quiet although forcible support for 
John P. Bacon and his Power Supply and 
Smoke Abating company, but, according to 
the statements of those about the Pullman 
offices who are supposed to know about such 
things, the name of George M. Pullman 
should be scratched from the list. That Mr. 
Pullman's money is behind the new company 
is not the only thing that is denied. It is also 
said that the sleeping-car magnate knew nothing 
about the scheme until he saw it unfolded in 
the newspapers, and that he was as much sur- 
prised as anyone else to see the franchise 
pass the Council and Mayor Washburne, 

Mr. Pullman is at present with his family 
in Florida and has not entered a personal de- 
nial of the reports that have been circulated 
relative to his interest in the company. 
Thomas H. Wickes, tho Second Vice-President 
of the company. however, can speak with 
reasonable certainty upon Mr. Pullman's 
financial affairs, and he says positively that 
his chief has not a dollar’s interest in the mys- 
terious corporation that 1s now covered almost 
entirely by Mr. Bacon’s name. Yesterday 
afternoon Mr. Wickes said: 

**The report has been given credence that 
Mr. Pullman is interested in the Power Sup- 
ply and Smoke Abating company, but there 
cannot be a word of truth iu it. Had Mr. 
Pullman gone into the company, or even con- 
sidered going into it, I would doubtless have 
heard of it from him, and I can positively say 

t the subject has never been mentioned. 
In „I think he knows much less about it 
than most people in Chicago, for he could 
only have gathered his information by short 
dispatches. | And another thing: I think the 
news that the company’s franchise has 
the Council and the Mayor surprised him quite 
as much as it did 8 

From what I hear, Mr. Pullman’s reported 
mterest in the Judson compressed air motor 
has had miuch to do to connect his name with 
the new company. But, as I have said before, 
Mr. Pullman has nothing at all to do with the 
Judson company, except that he has built a 
trial motor and afforded the Judson poopie 
the use of his own tracks for experiment. He 
built the motur just as he would build a car 
for any properly-credited company, and now 
that the motor is finished hehas nothing more 
to do with it. The same might also be said 
of the Patton motor which is being run on our 
tracks for experimental purposes. 

„Although Mr. Pullman is always interested 
in projects that will’tend to benefit the city, it 
is a fact that he does not often put his money 
into such untried schemes. The fact that he 
isan extensive employer of power has been 
advanced by some as a reason for his entering 
the new company, but, as we understand it, 
the power to besupplied by Mr. Bacon is not 
for the purposes that we need. 

„All this, however, is neither here nor 
there. The one fact still remains that Mr. 
Pullman ia not behind the new company and 
his money is not employed to give it tinancial 
support.’

After a Street Railway Company. 

Judge Tuley yesterday took up for final hearing 
the suit of the Le Grand ‘company against the 
North Chicago City railway and the North Chi- 
cago Street railway company, The Le Grand 
company operated a roller skating rink on North 
Clark street, between Elm and Maple streets. It 
had a lease for five years from tlie railway com- 
pany, with the right of a renewal. Before the 
lease expired the railway company transferred its 
property to the street railroad, and the latter 
ejected the Le Grand company to use the prem- 
ises for a power-house. A bill was filed by the 
Le Grand company to compel the company 
to renew the lease and for an accounting. 
Upon areference to a master it was found that 
the Le Grand company was entitled to $20,000. 
Complainant claims it is entitled to a lease and 
possession of the premises, and this question 
puzzles Judge Tuley. The court can’t see how 
he can put the roller company into possession of 
property which has been improved tothe extent 
of $400,000. For the railroad company it is 
claimed that the roller skating iness was 
layed out; that the company only wanted the 
ease to sell it, and that the court can refusea 
renewal of the lease and compel the payment of 
damages. The numerous documents volami- 
nous testimony in the case indicate that the 
trial will last several days.

The Finance committee of the City Council 
yesterday, after disposing of some routine mat- 
ters, took wp the consideration of the annual 
appropriation bill, Chairman Cullerton intro- 
ducing it with the announcement: 

“* The estimates of the departments for the 
current year are $19,205,875, and, outside of 


the Public Library, school fund. and interest The 


account, which do not come out of the 2 per, 
cent levy, we must cut the estimates down 
$3,254,000. It is estin.ated that the increase 

in the revenue this year will be $800,000, but 

as there was no appropriation made last year 

for gas lamps the revenue will be practically 

the same, the increase going to pay for the 

deficit in that item.“ 33 , 

Ald. O'Neill moved that no increase in 
salaries be allowed, and Ald. Gahan seconded 
the motion, but it did not prove popular. Ald. 
Gosselin moved to lay it on the table, and Ald. 
Vierling said that some department employés 
were not getting as much as they deserved, 
though he did not doubt some were getting 
more than they earned. The motion of Ald. 
O’ Neill was not pressed to a vote. 

The estimate of salaries for the Building 
Department was taken up first, An increase 
from $4,000 to $5,000 was asked for Cummis- 
sioner O'Neill, and from $1,800 to $2,400 for 
Secretary Ward, but the estimates were cut to 
the old figure. Two new clerks at $1,400 were 
asked for and one granted. Instead of 
eighteen building inspectors at $1,200 each 
the committee wanted twenty at $1,440 each, 
this sum including an allowance for horse and 
wagon. He was given twenty, but at the old 
rate, $1,200. No other changes from the salary 
list of 1891 were made. 

The Depart ment of Public Works estimates 
were then taken up, and the canal pum ping- 
works was ‘he first item. City Engineer Clar 
asked for $64,7U0 for maintenance and re 
a decrease from last year’s appropriation o 
$67,000, but the committee voted to recom- 
mend an increase to $190,000, the extra $123, 000 
to go for repairs and extension of the plant. 

In the Street Department Supt. Burke’s de- 
mands for street cleaning were hardly met 
half way, but as some mpense his salary 
was increased from $8,500 to $4,000. Ald. 
Gosselin suggested $5,000, This was not car- 
ried out on the ground that this would make 
Supt. Burke’s salary as large as that of the 
— of Public Works, his superior 
officer, 

Mr. Burke wanted $1,044,520 for cleaning 
improved streets; the committee gave him 
$530,000, an increase of $100,000 over last year. 
For cleaning unimproved streets wanted 
$381,000 and will get $260, an increase of

was cut in two, still being an increase of 
$10,000 over last year’s appropriation of $50,-
